1 Socrates was a man of pure and open character 
and conduct and if timely circumstances could be 
noted i»robably not ieven an unjust sarcasm would 
appear to come from him. In investigating character 
as a£fected by opinion he showed a "wonderful 
vivacity of apprehension" coloquially and sagacity to 
pursue investigation according to the natural method 
— as did Columbus and Galileo. Method that 
Bacon essayed to explain, whose failure being con- 
sidered by Des Cartes sixty years later, he also tried 
and equally failed, but which method has sequently 
made itself known to plodders in science and is the 
greatest eventuation of history. Socrates reached the 
psalmist limit of life just when and where the world's 
present literaiy models were made and left no 
written word, being killed by authority of the city 
hi^iest of culture ever known, for non-conformance

Two of his ad- 
miring papils, Plato and Zeaophon are vohimiiMMS 
authors both of whom give an aooount of hiin*"=> 
til which this difference occurs, that while the latter 
named one, who was distinguished as being tfi 
'' attic bee," no less in works than words, leaves tho 
impression that S. could find nothing lo base 
a philosophy on [in the non-existence of knowledge 
of oature, which he unsagadonsly doemad tiis ivaj of 
the gods forbidden by them to be known], the dthar 
who was a literary devotee with a Miltonlike fiMUltf 
of constructing descriptive phtaaes, ti 
to him an exhaustive system of philosophy, ti 
natural science — thin as the whitewash of a 
adversary or the logic of Paiadiae Lost S. 
have endeavoured with directness seaQy afaro^ to 
recall the Greek tnindfrom the divergenoa it was pro- 
ceeding in, that of statuesquely revere&dng the gods, 
back to the ideas out of whidi the gods originated, 
and may have excited by evinced oootempl fat the 
images which he could not deny, the .antipathy bow 
felt for disrespect to the various translatioas of tibie 
Scripture, where it is held to. be "the word of God^" 
It was for questioning the Trinity that Gaivin bomt 
the pious Servetus ; for doubting the Uerardiy that 
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Did Spinoza outbroaden the air, , 
Kant beg his great question a mite^ , 

the great and good Bruno was burnt by the Pope ; — 
9000 years since the murder of Socrates. — To that 
recall Pktto works by indirectness or "larger 
meUiod," his principal departure from S. being 
adopted fi^m a poetical whim of Epicharmus. In 
ttA& he divide nature into two nonexistent parts and 
with the same literary execution causes one part to 
make the other. Both of these eictraordinary reputa- 
tions saw the obstacle to Greek progress in monstrous 
respect entertained for traditional conjecture but 
diey knew not how to straighten out an unnatural 
demon any more than to demonstrate nature. The 
stability of their greatness is not always ascribed to 
its proper cause which is the fact of having established 
to the satisfaction of the intellectual world that in their 
period science, philosophy, religion, were without 
authority and thus leaving the field of opinioh 
to views and the prophets and eutopists of the 
unknowable. Aristotle with the aid of Alexander 
the eonqueror and scores of savans soon subse- 
quently to them made a futile attempt to establish 
authority by amassing the science, such as it was, 
that the world contained, and for a thousand years the 
western world regarded him as authority [till Gemisthus 
Pletho] for the very reverse of what his writings pre- 
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Monsieur Compte top over his ch^re/ 

Fichte fly up a tail upwards kite, 

Hegel quail in the querl he can't troll ; 

Why science, which plods about, trite 

Into all, hopes to see to the goal 

When bred wake conforms, key to this whole 

And ne'er turns an inscrutable screw 

To let on the unknowable through 

That old torrent of huUabulloo. 

dicated. Three centuries after him and still fourteen 
and a half before the discovery of printing, Viigil, the 
Hbased sycophant of a usurper with a remarkably 
engaging literary style and the power of his Ceasat 
to reinforce it made hell patent to the multitudinous 
ignorance and superstition inhabiting the Roman 
Empire. Then a plan of salvation from it arose in 
that empire and gradually became established there. 
It arose naturally and not supematurally. And 
it well nigh made a political conquest of us but 
was finally dissipated by the discovery of the art of 
printing and consequent dissemination of intelli- 
gence.
